Dear Ms. Best: 

This responds to your June 6, 2019, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request (DON-NAVY-2019- 
007723) requesting “copies of records mentioning or describing audits, reviews, investigations or reports 
regarding the agency’s cyber security, including audits or investigations regarding the state of the agency’s 
cyber security regarding potential attaches as well as audits and investigations conducted in the wake of a 
suspected or actual cyber attack, hacking incident or breach. Please include materials generated between 1 
January 1996 and 30 June 2016.” A search of the Naval Inspector General’s investigation database failed to 
locate any such material. Consequently, we have no records to provide you. 

In view of the above, you may consider this an adverse determination, which you may appeal. If you 
have an account in FOIAonline, you may submit an appeal directly within the web-based system. To do this, 
log into your account, retrieve your original request, and then click on the “Create Appeal” tab in the left-hand 
column. The basic information from your request will be duplicated, and you can then describe the basis of 
your appeal.

Your appeal, if any, must be postmarked within 90 calendar days from the date of this letter and 
should include your letter of appeal, a copy of your initial request and a copy of this letter. You are 
encouraged, but not required, to state why you believe our search was insufficient and your appeal should be 
granted. I strongly recommend that your appeal and its envelope both bear the notation, “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal.”
